The best results can and will be ac 
eompllshed by normal processes and 
(TaAual adjustments of oar present prl- 
lata banking stniclure- suitably super 
Tlsed by proper auihorlty-rather than 
by the passage ot itlll more drastic 
laws, offering panaceas tn the form of 
more government-owned or govern* 
ment-controUed flnancUl organlxallons. 

The Bsiis ol Good Laws

Whlik brooms and brushes are al-

Furthermore when grease spots 
are allowed to permeate the clothe 
they collect and hold dust, thereby 
adding to the wear and tear. 

Uost stains can bo removed In the 
homo. If reliable methods are used 
and a few precautions taken. The 
mature of the stain should bo deter* 
mined and the kind of material must 
be known, for various chemicals and 
•leaning agents affect the textile fib- 
ers dltferontly. 

Ono home^node dotorftent that Is

Wrinkles may bo removed from silk 
bj covering the garment with several 
folds of tissue >paper. over which a 
damp cloth Is laid and pressed. Tho 
Iron should not be too hot nor pressed 
too heavily. Tho wrinkles may be re- 
moved from velvet by steaming. The 
dress csu be hung In a bathroom 
while hot water Is run Into the tub. 
The garment should not be allowed to 
become too damp as It may shrink.

Everyone who U exposed to a 
cold does not catch It. Some people 
are lucky. They art not suscep- 
tible to colds, and no inalter what 1 
they do or how careless they are, 
they never catch cold. Some un- 
happy people have not only their 
fall and spring colds, but a miser- 
able summer cold as well. This 
group Is highly suaceptlble to colds 
snd catch them In spite of every 
precaution. For the average per- 
son, however, there are certain con- 
ditions that increase the aascep- 
tiblllty or lower resistance to colds. 
Rapid changes in temperature as 
well aa movement and moisture of 
the air seem to play a part In the 
production of colds. These rapid 
changes from hot to cold weather, 
and from dry to wet weather can- 
not be avoided. In many ways they 
are beneficial. 

Cold Stiavlatss 
Active, vigorous people reoelvo a 
beallhful stimulation from expos- 
ure to cold weather. If the surface 
of the body remains warsa, w d 
weather ia exhIleraUnf ; l£ tbe akla 
becomes chiUod, then ea* is jery 
apt to eatcb cold.
